MEDIATORS GAIN TIME 


New York, March 17.—Secretary Lane, of the fed- 
eral mediation coinmittee, announced at )>:45 o'clock, that 
it had been agreed to postpone the railroad strike for 
forty-eight hours. He gave out the following statement: 


'' At our request and out of an ai)preeiation of the na- 
tional situation, the brotherhoods and railroad managers 
liave resumed negotiations. In the hope that some ad- 
justment may be had that will avoid the necessity for a 
strike, the brotherhoods have wired or telephoned their 
grand chairman, asking that all action be postponed for 
forty-eight hours, and unless, prior to that time, advised 
of a settlement, the men will leave the service under the 
order already given.'' 


The statement is signed by Secretary Franklin K. 
J^ane, Secretary AVilliam B. Wilson and Daniel Willard, 
three of the four mediators. Samuel Grompers, the fourth 
mediator, did not jDarticipate in the conference at any 
time. 


A joint conference between the mediators, the broth- 
erhood chiefs and the railroad managers will be held at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning when the negotiations for a 
settlement will be resumed. The forty-eight-hour post- 
ponement dates from 7 o'clock tonight, eastern time, the 
hour at which the strike was to have gone into effect.

FATE OF NEW REGINE WITH ARMY

Petrograd, March 17.—The foUowmg is the text of 
the imperial manifesto in which the emperor announced 
his abdication and that of his son : 


We, Nicholas II, by the grace of God, emperor of 
all the Russias, czar of Poland, and grand duke of Fin- 
land, etc., make known to all our faithful subjects: 
în the day of the great struggle, against a foreign 
ioe, who has been striving for three years to enslave 
our country, God Jias wished to send to Russia a new 
and painful trial. Interior troubles threaten to have 
a fatâl repercussion on the final outcome of the war. 
The destinies of Russia and the honor of our heroic 
army, the happiness of the people and all the future 
of our dear fatherland require that the war be prose- 
cuted at all cost to a victorious end. The cruel enemy 
is making his last effort and the moment is near when 
our vahant army, in concert with those of our glorious 
' ' 
allies, will definitely chastise the foe. 


In these decisive days in the life of Russia, we be- 
lieve our people should have the closest miion and or- 
ganization of all their forces for the realization of 
speedy victory. For this reason, in accord with thé 
duma of the emx)ire, we have considered it desirable , 
to abdicate the throne of Russia and lay aside our su- 
preme i^ower. Not wishing to be separated from our 
loved son, wc leave our heritage to our brother, the 
G r a n d Duke Michael Alexandrovltch, blessing his ad- 
vent to the throne of Russia. We hand over the gov- 
ernment to our brother in full union Avith the repre- 
sentatives of the nation who are seated in the legisla- 
tive chambers taking this step with an inviolable bath 
ill the name of our well beloved country. We call on 
all faithful sons of the fatherland to fulfill their sacred

patriotic duties in this painful moment of national 
trial, and to aid our brother and the representatives 
of the nation in bringing Russia into the path of pros-

London, March 17.—(2:45 p. m.)— 
Grand Duke Michael has accepted the 
throne of Russia, conditioned on the 
consent of the Russian people, accord- 
ing to a statement received here to- 
day from the 
semi-official 
Russian 
news agency. 


The statement follows: 
"Grand Duke Michael 
Alexandro- 
vitch, accepting the throne from his 
brother, declared that he does so only 
with the consent of the Russian peo- 
ple who should by a plebiscite, estab- 
lish a new form of government and 
new fundamental laws."

Petrograd, March 16.—(7 p. m. via 
London, March 17, 8 a. m.)—The au- 
tocracy which has held Russia in its 
grip since the beginning of history fell 
today. The house of Romanoff, which 
has ruled thr^ empire for 400 years, 
came to an end with the abdication of 
Nicholas II., perhaps the weakest rep- 
resentative of his line. 
Following on 
the heels of this startling development 
came tht! rumor tonight of the death 
of the little son of the emperor, whose 
abdication was included in that of his 
father. 


The Tjookod For Comes Suddenly. 
Although apparent from the begin- 
ning of the revolution that the removal 
of the monarch was the inevitable end. 
the actual fact, so suddenly accom- 
plished, came 
as an 
overwhelming 
surprise to the populace. 
Within four 
hours after the abdication of Grand 
Duke Michael, who automatically be- 
came regent on the passing of the 
emperor, the crowds in the streets had 
secured ladders and began to tear the 
imperial insignia from the winter pal- 
ace and the front of buildings on the 
main thoroughfare. 
In a short time 
all the emblems of the old empire lit- 
erally lay in the dust. 


In anticipation of the news, bigger 
crowds than ever filled the halls and 
grounds of the Tauris palace, await- 
ing official confirmation by the duma 
committee of the rumors which had 
excited the people to fever pitch dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours. 


Vast £ntl)usiasni. 


"When the tidings at last leaked out 
from the committee rooms, 
orators 
who had been harranguing soldiers 
and workingmen from the balcony of 
the palace suddenly interrupted their 
discourses and shouted the news to 
the crowds below them. 
Indescriba- 
ble confusion seized the vast throng. 
A roar of cheering such as never be- 
fore had been heard in those stately 
halls followed. 


Just what form the new 
govei-n- 
ment will assume is indefinite tonight. 
For 
the 
moment 
entire 
authority 
rests with the twelve members of the 
duma, executive committee and the 
cabinet headed by Prince Lvoff, who, 
according to some forecasts, will be 
president of a new r^jpublic. 
It is be- 
lieved that in the interim and until 
the convocation of 
a 
constitutional 
assembly power will slowly pass into 
the hands of the new cabinet, which 
will then present the anomaly of a 
new government without a supreme 
head. 


Great Question Solved. 


If anything further was needed to 
cement the friendly relations existing 
between all elements of the revolution 
it was provided by the events of today. 
The differnces which threatened yes- 


terday to create a serious spilt be- 
tween the duma committee and the 
committee 
of 
workingmen. 
soldiers 
and deputies have automatically dis- 
appeared; since with 
abdication 
of 
Grand Duke Michael, as regent, the 
ciuestion whether Russia should re- 
main an empire or compel its anti- 
quated government to yield to a new 
republic is solved. 


There was little restraint in th« 
manner in which this opinion was ex- 
pre.ssed.

against the empress in almost every 
gathering where people privately as- 
sembled to discuss the political situ- 
ation. 
From tlie tribune of the duma 
the same thing was hinted In veiled 
form.

Government Was Blamed. 


It was the general conviction when 
the revolution began that it had been 
provoked by the government, 
work- 
ing througii the medium of the police, 
and that the government had decided 
upon 
this daring expedient 
as 
the 
moans of completing its previous ef- 
forts to tie up the industrial activity 
of the country and bring the war op- 
erations to a complete standstill. But 
the force, which they set in motion 
and which first appeared easy to con- 
trol, drawing to itself all the discord- 
ant elements of the country 
which 
were awaiting an opportunity to re- 
volt, soon became BO tremendous that 
it was impossible to hold. 


SO swiftly, unexpectedly, and com- 
pletely did the gieat change come that 
the people were 
almost 
dazed and 
seem scarcely able- to understand what 
' has occurred. 
Inured through 
cen- 
turies to the grinding oppression of 
^ autocratic rule and regarding freedom 
' as a glorious dream which would for- 
ever remain a dream, the people seem 
disposed to regard their liberation as 
merely a 
tempomry 
respite wHIch 
must soon give way to the ancient law i 
of imperial will, 
j 
Army Hold.s the Future. 


; 
The reception of the new manifesto 
' at army headquarters Is awaited with 
the greateilt anxiety for it Is known 
that unless it 
favorably met by the 
.6,000,000 men at the front the new 
regime cannot endure. 
There is no 
reason to suppose that the soldiers on 
the flghttng line will show a dilTerent 
attitude frt)m the soldiers and civilians 
in Petrograd and the other cities, ex- 
cept in as far as their remoteness 
from the scene of the revolution «nd 
partial Imoranee 
of 
tb* ooadttitfM 


which brought it about, may affect 
them. 
But since upon their action 
hinges the fate of the new republic, 
their attitude is breathlessly antici- 
pated. 
With them rests the decision 
as to whether Russia shall build up 
a new government 
on 
a 
prepared 
foundation or be plunged into further 
disorder. 


Russia a Republic. 


Eliminating 
improbable 
events 
which could throw the country back 
into the traces of the old regime, Rus- 
sia has today become a republic and 
the predictions of a responsible min- 
istry, which a week ago -were ridiculed 
as premature and impossible, has to- 
day been exceedeci by a new liberty 
which never found a place in the most 
fervent dreams 
of 
its discontented 
people. 
As early as two months ago 
rumors became current that the em- 
peror would be forced to' surrender 
his throne. 
Until that time the chief 
dissatisfaction at the economic disor- 
ganization of 
the 
country 
and the 
criminal mismanagement 
of affairs, 
was vented against the cabinet and the 
influence of the court was only vague- 
ly alluded to, 
without 
touching the 
person of the emperor. 
It 
became 
definitely known that all irresponsible 
and evil influences symbolized by such 
figures 
as Sturmer, Protopopoff and J 
Rasputin, 
had a deeper 
and more 
powerful source than the gov3rnment 
itself. 


Court Scandals and Intrigues. 


The prevalence of startling rumors 
of court scandals and intrigues and the j 
existence 
of 
mysterious 
channels 
which seemed to run from court cir- 
cles in the camp of the enemy, brought 
the imperial 
family 
into disfavor. 
AVhether these were true or not, it 
was felt that the weakness of the rul- 
ing family in allowing persons to di- 
rect the affairs of the country, who 
w-ere secretly designing against 
the 
best interests of the nation and ap- 
parently doing all possible to interfere 
with the proper conduct of the war, 
unfitted them to govern the country.

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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The Garbage Question Again. 


"WTieu, some Ri:^ years ago, this newspaper cooiducted a rather 
persistent discussion of the local garbage problem it had in mind a 
time that long^ince ought to have come in which the solution would 
he realized. Little more than a year later the city council made spe- 
cial provision in the tax levy by which a fund should be created to 
gii'e relief to the city in the long vexed matter of garbage disposal. 
Under the operation of that levy—discontinued a year or two ago 
— 
ihe sum of $30,000 had been accumulated in the special garbage fund. 
Tliaf amount of money is perhaps insufficient to do what ought to be 
done, if the city is to do it at all. Yfell on to two years ago plans 
were procured, bids were received and a contract entered into for the 
construction of a garbage incinerator. 
After many vicissitudes the 
project landed in tlie courts by virtue of suit for injunction brought 
against the city by residents of Bloomingdale Avho objected to the pur 
pose to establish the plant adjacent to waterworks pumping statio n 
No. 2. That litigation never has issued, but the plan that provok id 
it has been abandoned. 


It now is proposed to solve the garbage problem by tossing good 
money after bad in an effort to enlarge and improve the old garbage 
crematory. This project may quite as well be abandoned as the otiicr 
project Avas and for different and better reasons. Fort Wayne can 
make shift to go through another summer with the old plant. It v/ill 
1)6 a trying experience, to be sure, but not more so than the experience 
of the community in every year for a dozen in a row. Let there bo 
some competent engineering investigation of the garbage problem of 
this city during the latter part of the summer, when the worst phases 
of the problem are present and the needs of the situation are clear. 
This "will enable the city to know what ought to be done and what il 
vdll cost. If the fund in hand be insufficient to carry out plans, the 
way can be found to increase it reasonably. 


Meanwhile, the board of works has proposals from reduction con- 
cerns to take off the hands of the city the work of disposing of collee- 
ted garbage. It may be that these proposals have all merit and thai 
from them an arrangement can be well made that will save money arid 
improve garbage disposal. 
There surely will be wisdom in having 
plenty of light on these proposals and a thorough understanding oC 
the manner in which the city can be served in that wise, as well as 
fiom« notion of the economies claimed for the arrangement. No such 
method ought to be adopted for disposal which does not provide tliat 
the city shall attend to the collection of garbage. In that phase of th 
e 
problem alone is the public interested directly. The householder h 
no concern whatever for the disposition made of his Avaste after it has 
been taken from his premises. What he wants is that his garbage 
shall be removed frequently, regularly and cfQciently. Collection by 
IjriTate contract does not work out, and this is specially true where 
garbage is collected for reduction by concerns that operate such 
plants. The long hauls which usually lead to sections Avhere garbage 
has a low content of by-products are not in great favor and such sec- 
tions are neglected in consequence. The system of collection sho.Hd 
serve all sections of the city efficiently. Engineering opinion on both 
disposal and collection should be had if there shall be no advantage ia 
contracting with a private interest for taking caro of the city's garb- 
age. If that pliase of the problem can be solved by a contract, then 
let the matter of collection have expert attention. 


Above all let us have no incontinent haste to solve the garbage 
problem by mere nlakeshift. The money in the city's hands was talc- 
en with* the understanding that in due time it should mean a satisfac- 
tory solution. Let faith be kept and let the question be disposed oi; 
with practical wisdom on scientific plans. The city has already done 
some waiting. It can very well keep its patience a little longer for 
assurance of results. 


The women of Fort Wayne having begun to learn to get their 
politics on straight and having duties of citizenship to perform, will 
do well to keep right on with their schooling. There arc many things 
to learn concerning the practical aspects of citizenship and the 
franchise.

V A l U E f f f PARKS? 


They Minister to a Higher 
Ciyilization,'Writes 
Steiss. 


W^o would attempt to attach a mere 
money value to Fort Wayne's parks 
after reading the annual park report 
of Charles J, Steiss, secretary to the 
park commission, and whose resume 
of the year has Just been adopted by 
the city officers? 


Grassy, cool, tree canopied 
parks 
and graceful, winding boulevards are 
the city open places which are foun- 
dations for health and life and song, 
Bteiss says. They are to be valued be- 
yond money and the stuffy marts of 
trade. 
"They minister to a higher 
civilization," he writes. 


The report as adopted by the board 
members follows: 


"During the year notable advances 
were made toward thé realization of 
the general plans of our park and 
boulevard 
system, 
made 
some 
five 
years ago by Mr. George E. Kessler, 
one of the foremost landscape archi- 
tects of this 
countr>'. 
The 
work 
should be carried on as rapidly as pos- 
sible untM our park and boulevard sys- 
tem has been completed in accord- 
ance with the.plans adopted. 


Asset of Our City. 


"Exactly what our park and boule- 
vard system represents as an asset to 
the city, is not generally understood. 
It may be a surprise to many of our 
citizens to learn that the value of the 
park 
and boulevard 
lands is ap- 
proximately 
seven 
hundred 
a id 
fifty thousand dollars, which is more 
than the bonded debt of the city, in- 
cluding the Issue of two hundred .-ind 
twenty-flve thousand dollars for the 
new auditorium. 


"The actual value of our park sys- 
tem, however, is much more than can 
be estimated in dollars and cents when 
the same Is considered as an asset to 
the health of our community, and it 
must be considered as such, because 
parks la a city tend to the health, com- 
fort and contentment of its peppie. 
They minister to a higher civilization. 


Unselfishnese. 


"It can be Justly said that the mem- 
bers of the park commission are labor- 
ing unceasingly and unselfishly to es- 
tablish and enlarge the future estate of 
the people, and that they are making 
good progress as the years go on, with 
the limited funds received. 


"The year 1916 is not an e.\ception, 
for considering the advanced cost of 
labor and material, the board can feel 
Justly 
proud of the improvements 
made on our park and boulevard sys- 
tem during the year Just closed, and 
the excellent condition in which the 
same has been maintained. 


"The privilege of discharging this 
trust, however, rests not only with the 
park commission, but involves as well 
the zealous co-cperation of all citizens; 


Recommendations. 


"I would call your attention to the 
necessity of still more baseball dia- 
monds and tennis courts in our parks, 
and also of the importance of acquir- 
ing sufficient open park area for a 
public golf links as soon as possible, 
while the land can yet be secured at 
a reasonable figure. 


"There are almost constant demands 
for 
these 
additional 
improvements. 
MoVe play apilaratus should also be 
installed in our parks. 
Sand boxes are 
the beginning of every 
playground. 
The small children derive more pleas- 
ure from these 
than any other one 
thing. 
At least on© sand box should 
be in each of our larger parks. 


"These 
improvements 
should 
be 
made as speedily as funds permit until 
our parks, the people's playgrounds, 
have been equipped to th'^ fullest ex- 
tent possible. Recreation in all proper 
ïorms in our parks, tends to endear 
them to the people. 


Conclusion. 


"In concluding this report 1 wish to 
express my heartfelt thanks to the 
board for the encouragement 
given 
me In my work as secretary. 
Under 
your guidance it has indeed been a 
pleasure to fulfill my duties as the 
executive officer of the park depart- 
ment.""

Dan Willard to Take Over 
Management .in Federal 
Operation of Lines. 


[By Basil M. Manly.] 


Washington. D. C., March 17.— 
The administration, it may be authori- 
tatively stated, at least, will keep the 
trains running even'if this can only be 
done by taking control of the roads 
and drafting the employes into the 
federal service. 


There is no specific legislation that 
empowers the president to do this, 
owing to the failure of the administra- 
tion's railroad legislation during the 
last ses.sion of congress, but it is point- 
ed out that at the time of the threat- 
ened .«itrike last fall the president told 
both the railroad officials and the la- 
bor leaders that he was able, under 
the general powers 
conferred 
upon 
him by the constitution, to operate the 
roads and that he was merely askinfir 
congress to make these general powers 
specific. 


The situation is like that with regard 
to the power to arm merchant ships, 
and the president has shown In that 
case that he will go the limit in using 
his general 
powers to protect the 
country, If It becomes Imperative that 
he do so. 


It is rumored that in case the presi- 
dent does find It necessary to oper- 
ate the roads under federal authority, 
Daniel Willard, president of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, who now holds an 
official position as member of the Na- 
tional Defense coiincil, will be put In 
charge of the operations. 


Federal authority 
to 
operate the 
railroads will not be Invoked by the 
president 
except as a last 
resort. 
There are two measures that can be 
tried out before that becomes neces- 
sary. 


The first of these is the mediation and 
conciliation machinery. 
Secretary of 
Labor Wilson and the commissioners 
of 
mediation and conciliation have 
been straining every resource at their 
command to bring about an adjust- 
ment of the situation since the strike 
threat was first rumored. 


They refuse to make any statements 
regarding what has been accomplished, 
but it is believed they have made rela- 
tively little progress. 
Even if they 
fail in accomplishing a settlement, 
however, they are performing a great 
service in collecting the Information 
which will give the president a com- 
plete understanding of the highly com- 
plex situation. 


When this information Is In hand, 
the president. It is understood, will 
call a conference of the railroad man- 
agers and the labor leadei's In Wash- 
ington, and use hi» personal Influence 


to bring about a settlement of the dif- 
ficulties. 


What the president's attitude will be 
Is uncertain. It is known that h« has ' 
a great deal of sympathy for thé Im- 
patience of the railroad employes over 
their failure to get the wage increases i 
which he believed had been anured | 
them last fall. 


On the other hand, it is rumored 
that he feels aggrieved that the labor 
leaders should have acted so precip- 
itately as is Indicated by the alleged 
strike order. 


The message which today is going 
out from administration circles to the 
American people is: 
"Don't worry. 
The president has power to "keep the 
trains running and will see that tha 
people are not kept from securing 
food. 
There may be inconvenience, 
but there will be no stoppage of food 
supplies.

Ninety Per Cent Oppose Strike.

This year the scop« of 
the work has been enlarged so as to 
include children up to five and six 
years of age. 


It Is feared that the recent epidem- 
ic of Infantile paralysis will necessar- 
ily modify plans for baby week in cer- 
tain communities. 
In cities where the 
disease has 
been 
epidemic features 
such as baby parades, baby contests 
and outings for mothers and babies 
will probably be eliminated. 


The general suggestions offered by 
the children's bureau Include a pro- 
gram of special days, an Infant wel- 
fare exhibit, a baby health conference, 
plays performed by children, 
school 
celebrations, 
distribution 
of 
leaflets 
and pamphlets on the care of baby, 
contests in poster-making and essay 
writing, imbliclty through newspaper 
articles and advertising, the gathering 
of information 
about 
baby welfare 
and plans for follow up work. 


Baby day may be observed in many 
communities where a longer celebra- 
tion Is impossible. 
For such a day the 
school house may be the headquarters, 
with a simple exhibit of hand-made 
posters and models, a play by chil- 
dren, and a meeting in the evening 
for parents, with lantern slides, mu- 
sic, 
short 
talks 
by 
physicians 
or 
nurses. 


The 
children's 
bureau 
has 
pre- 
pared a number of bulletins on baby 
welfare which will be available 
for 
distribution during the celebration. 


The importance of complete birth 
registration will be one of the feat- 
ures that 
will be specially 
empha- 
sized.

Luther's Famous Hymn ¡l

As In the great Reformation, 
the 
quadrlcentennlal of the begrlnning of 
which Is being celebrated, one colossal 
figure stands out prominently, so also 
in the rich storehouse of hymnology 
which comes out of that same period 
there Is one hymn which stands out 
as the greatest of them all. That hymn 
Is Luther's battle hymn, "A Mighty 
Fortress Is Our God." It has been said 
that Luther accomplished 
as 
much 
tor the Reformation through his bat- 
tle hymn as he did through his trans- 
lation of the Bible. 
As the "Marseil- 
laise of the Reformation," It has pre- 
served to this day a potent spell over 
Germany. 
The music of the hymn, 
like the words, is Luther's own. 
A 
special testimony to his work as a com- 
poser appears In a letter from John 
Walther, who has been credited with 
the music of this hymn. 
Sleldan, a 
nearly contemporary historian, speak- 
mg especially of "Bin Feste 
Burg," 
says that Luther made for it a tune 
regularly suited 
to the words 
and 
adapted to stir the heart. 


The general favor and wido use oi 
this hymn are evidenced by the fact 
stated by Dr. Bernard Pick, the great- 
est living authority of the hymns of 
Luther, that there are no less than 
ninety distinct translations of Luth- 
er's hymn into English, and that the 
hymn has been translated into about 
fifty different languages. 


It is Interesting to note that the sing- 
ing of the hymn was a true defense for 
a band of Moravians who were con- 
ducting a revival In the house of Da- 
vid Nitschman. 
The police c«me to 
break up the meeting.

to 
SiJjg x..uther's hymn. 
The police hesi- 
tated and many escaped, among them 
Nitschman. who later made his way 
with Wesley to America, landing at 
Savannah.

The Farmer and the Liquor 
Industry 


(By Rev. Charles Stelzle.) 


There are about 10,000,000 farmers 
in the United States. 
They constitute 
ten per cent, of our entire population. 
The value of their annual products is 
approximately 
$10,000,000,000, 
-or 
about $1,000 for every farmer. 


The liquor industry purchases every 
year about $100,000,000 worth of pro- 
duce from tlie farmer. 
Therefore the 
liquor indu.sti-y consumes just one per 
cent, of all that the farmer produces; 
that is, $10 for every farmer in the 
United States. 


The 
question 
is. 
What 
will 
the 
"poor" farmer do with his $10 worth 
of produce which the liquor industry 
cannot purchase when it Is put out of 
business? 
He may be compelled to 
feed some of it to his horses or cows, 
or pigs. 
Even in this case the produce 
would not be a loss to him—a city 
man who does not know the first thing 
about farming knows this. 
It is ab- 
solutely certain that he will never be 
compelled 
to throw 
away this $10 
worth of material which is troubling 
the liquor men so grievously. 


The chances are that somebody else 
besides the liquor men will find use 
for the farmer's grain and grapes and 
apples and cherries. 
To listen to the 
defender of the saloon one would think 
that nobody likes grapes and cherries 
unless they come In the form of booze. 
What about the millions of 
young- 
sters, and nobody knows how many 
wives, who for once might 
actually 
have a chance to eat all the fruit they 
want and really need? 
They do not 
complain about 
eating 
grapes and 
cherries, instead of drinking the booze 
that these might make. 


What will happen to the farmers 
when the 
brewers 
and 
distillers no 
longer buy their products? 
Farm ex- 
perts tell us that the day is fast ap- 
proaching when the American farmer 
will be unable to raise enough pro- 
duce to supply this country. 


The total product of the farmer has 
Increased during the past forty years, 
but the percentage of agricultural im- 
ports has 
remained 
practically the 
.•same, while that of agricultural ex- 
ports has decreased about thirty per 
cent. 
This means that the farmer Is 


finding 
an increasing demand for his 
output in this country.. 


Labor-saving 
machinery has 
per- 
mitted the individual farmer to culti- 
vate more acres, but he has not in- 
creased the output an acre. 
From 
1899 to 1909 the acreage In the United 
States used for raising cereals—corn, 
wheat, oats, barley and rye—Increas- 
ed only 3.5 per cent. 
The amount 
actually produced increased only 1.7 
per cent. 
But the population of our 
country during this period Increased 
21 per cent., about twelve times as 
fast as the increase in the amount of 
cereals raised. 
Meanwhile, the value 
of these cereals increased 79 per cent. 


There are over 20,000,000 families 
in the United States that would pur- 
chase the stuff now sold to the liquor 
men.' 
According to a study made by 
the department of labor of the United 
States, 
the 
average 
worklngman's 
family spends annually about $500 for 
food. 
This would make a total of at 
least $10,000,000,000 a year for the 
20,000,000 families. 


If each of the 20,000,000 families 
was to Increase its purchasing power 
one per cent., or $5 a year, it would 
amount exactly to 
$100,000,000—the 
sum of the 
liquor 
men's purchases 
from the farmer. 
But let us assume 
that the retail 
figure 
at which the 
average family would be compelled to 
buy is twice as high as the liquor men 
pay. 
This would increase the amount 
necessary to be purchased to $10 a 
year for each family, or about twenty 
cents a week. 
There can be no doubt 
that with the increased earning power 
and spending ability of the average 
worklngman's 
family—due 
to 
the 
abolition of 
the 
liquor traffic—the 
average family 
will easily 
wish to 
spend at least twenty cents more a 
week for 
cherries, 
peaches, apples, 
berries and the various forms of grain, 
to say nothing about flour and bread 
and other materials whioh come pri- 
marily from the farm. 


There is no need to worry about the 
farmers. 
Anyway, 
the farmers are 
voting out the saloon every time they 
get a chance, fully realizing the force 
of whatever there may be in the argu- 
ment of the liquor men so far as they 
are concerned.

Men do 
not 
happen to do 
things—they 
were so 
trained as boys. 
Even the so-called 
self-made man is a product of a system 
of training. Heredity 
and early

vironment have 
a large 
part in the 
making of character, but even these 
can be overcome by careful and con- 
stant training. 
They are horses that 
we may bridle and harness, and so 
drive them where we will, or tJjat, 
unharnessed, will rush us madly on 
to destruction.

Uncle Sam has decided that If men are en- 
listed under a virtual promise that they will 
Bee something of other countries, the promise 
should be fulfilled. 


It was the funeral of the late Admiral Dewey 
that brought forth this decision.

ticed that the marines who attended the serv- 
ices and who served as a guard of honor, were,

dication of good will, the Baltimore did not tire 
again. 


The military "commandante" of the Island 
then camp aboard and was dumbfounded to 
find that war had been declared between tiie 
United States and Spain. 
He said that he 
thought the Baltimore was saluting the fort 
when she flred and that he had called »o ex- 
press his regrets that he could not return the 


salute because he had no powder for his guns. 
So he hoisted the American flag as a tumpli- 
ment.

Corregidor, as impregnable a spot as there Is 
in the world, is especially tiresome as a post. 
The men have to take a long trip on a govern* 
nient tug to get to Manila and unless It Is near 
pay day and they have money in their pockets, 
Manila does not offer much in the way of 
amuse:ment. 
The quaint old streets, the bridges 
built aOO years ago of 
cut 
stone,

Fort 
Santiago with its grass grown depression where 
the moat used io be, and the hundred and on« 
oddities along the streets entrance the visiting 
tourist, who stays only a few days.

Corregidor has fresh-water springs spurting 
up through the rocks, is provisioned for three 
years, and 
if Manila were seriously

that it could bo taken by an attack from • 
fleet. 


The marines and coast artillerymen get tired 
of the sameness of the daily grind, however, 
and prêter sea duty.

TON'S 
MEDIATORS GAIN TIE 


New York, March 17.—Secretary Lane, of the fed- 


eral mediation committee, announced at i»:45 o'clock, that 
it had been agreed to postpone the railroad stiike for 
forty-eight hours. He gave out the following statement: 


"At our request and out of an appreciation of the na- 


tional situation,'the brotherhoods and railroad managers 
have resumed negotiations. In the hope that some ad- 
justment may be had that will avoid the necessity for a 
strike, the brotherhoods have wired or telephoned their 
grand chairman, asking'that all action be postponed for 
forty-eight hours, and unless, prior to that time, advised 
of a settlement, the men will leave the service iindcr the 
order already given." 


The statement is signed by Secretary Franklin K. 


Lane, Secretary William B. Wilson and Daniel Willard, 
three of the four mediators. Samuel Gompcrs, the fourth 
mediator, did not participate in the conference at any 
time. 


A joint conference between the mediators, the broth- 


erhood chiefs and the railroad managers will be held at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning when the negotiations for a 
settlement will be resumed. The forty-eight-hour post- 
ponement dates from 7 o'clock tonight, eastern time, the 
hour at which the strike was to have gone into effect.

the imperial manifesto in which the emperor announced 
his abdication and that of his son: 


We, Nicholas II, by the grace of God, emperor of 


all the Russias, czar of Poland, and grand duke of Fin- 
land, etc., make known to all our faithful subjects: 
In the day of the great struggle, against a foreign 
foe, who lias been: striving for three years to enslave 
our country, God has Avished to send to Russia a new 
and painful trial. Interior troubles threaten to have 
a fatal repercussion on the final outcome of the war. 
The destinies of Russia and the honor of our heroic 
army, the happiness of the people and all the future 
of our dear fatherland require that the Avar be prose- 
cuted at all cost to a victorious end. The cruel enemy 
is making his last effort and the moment is near Avhen 
our valiant army, in concert Avith those of our glorious 
allies, will definitely chastise the foe. 
In these decisive days in the life of Russia, AVC be- 


lieve our people should have the closest union and or- 
ganization of all their forces for the realization of 


speedy victory. For this reason, in accord with the 


durna of the empire, AVC have considered it desirable 
to abdicate the throne of Russia and lay aside our su- 
ra-erne poAver. Not wishing to be separated from our 
loved son, we leave our heritage to our brother, .the 
Grand Duke Michael Alexandra vltch, blessing his ad- 
vent to the throne of Russia. We hand over the gov- 
ernment to our brother in full union Avith the repre- 
sentatives of the nation Avho are seated in the legisla- 
tive chambers taking this step Avith an inviolable oath 
in the name of our \vcll beloved country.

Romanoff, which 
nan ruled tho empire for 400 years. 
came to an end with the abdication ot 
Nicholas 11., perhaps tho weakest rep- 
resentative of his lino. Following on 
tho heels of this startling development 
came tho rumor tonight of the death 
of^ the jj Ittto 'Bon-«f th*-«m t>ero>r-,"whoae 
abdication was included in that ot his 
father. 


Tho Ixrokort For Comes Suddenly. 
Although apparent from tho begin- 


ning of tho revolution that tho removal 
of the monarch was tho Inevitable end. 
tho actual fact, no HUddonly accom- 
plished, came tin n.n overwhelming 
surprise to tho populace. Within four 
hours after the abdication of Grand 
Duko Mlchaol, who automatically bo- 
camo regent on the passing ot the 
emperor, the crowds in the streets had 
secured ladders and bogan to tear tho 
imperial insignia from the winter pal- 
ace and thn front of buildings on the 
main thoroughfare. In a short time 
all the emblems of the old empire lit- 
erally lay in the dust. 


In anticipation of the news, bigger 


crowds than ever filled the halls and 
grounds of the Taurls palace, await- 
ing official confirmation by the duma 
committee of the rumors which had 
excited tho people to fever pitch dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours. 


When the tidings at last leaked out 


from the committee rooms, orators 
who had been harrangulng soldiers 
and workingmen from the balcony of 
tho palace suddenly interrupted their 
discourses and shouted the news to 
the crowds below them. 
Indescriba- 


ble confusion seized the vast throng. 
A roar of cheering such HS never be- 
fore had been heard in those stately 
halls followed. 


Just what form the new govern- 


ment will assume is indefinite tonight. 
For the moment entire authority 
rests with the twelve members of the 
duma, executive committee and the 
cabinet headed by Prince Lvoff, who, 
according to some forecasts, will be 
president of a new republic. It is be- 
lieved that in the interim and until 
the convocation of a constitutional 
assembly power will slowly pass into 
the hands of the new cabinet, which 
will then present tho anomaly of a 
new government without a supreme 
head. 


Great Question Solved. 


If anything further was needed to 


cement the friendly relations existing 
between all elements of the revolution 
it was provided by the events ot today. 
The differnces which threatened yes- 


terday to create a serious split be- 
tween the duma committee and the 
committee of workingmen,. soldier* 
and deputies have automatically dis- 
appeared: since with abdication of 
Grand Duko Michael, AS regent, the 
question whether Russia should re- 
main an empire or compel ita anti- 
quated government to yield to a new 
republic is solved. 


There was little restraint In tht 


manner In -which this opinion "was ex- 
pressed.

against tho empress in almost every 
gathering whore people privately as- 
sembled to discuss the political sltu- 
ntlon. From tho tribune of the duma 
the same thing was hinted in veiled 
form.

It was the general conviction when 


the revolution began that it had been 
provoked by the government, work- 
ing through the medium of the police, 
and that the government had decided 
upon this daring expedient as the 
means of completing its previous ef- 
forts to tie lip the industrial activity 
of the country and bring the war op- 
erations to a complete standstill. But 
the force, which they set in motion 
and which first appeared easy to con- 
trol, drawing to itself all the discord- 
ant Clements of the country which 
were awaiting an opportunity to re- 
volt, soon became so tremendous that 
it was Impossible to hold. . 


So swiftly, unexpectedly, and com- 


pletely did the great change come that 
the people were 
almost 
dazed and 


seem scarcely able to understand what 
has occurred. 
Inured through cen- 


turies to the grinding oppression of 
autocratic rule and regarding freedom 
as a glorious dream which would for- 
ever remain a dream, the people seem 
disposed to regard their liberation as 
merely a 
temporary respite which 


must soon give way to the ancient law 
of imperial will. 


Army Holds the Future. 


The reception of the new manifesto 


at army headquarters is awaited with 


j the greatest anxiety for it Is known 
that unless it is favorably met by the 


I 6,000,000 men at the front the new 
| regime cannot endure. 
There is no 


I reason to suppose that the soldiers on 
the fighting line will -show a different 
attitude from the soldiers and civilians 
In Petrograd and the other cities, ex- 
cept in as far as their remoteness 
from the scene of the revolution and 
partial ignorance 
of the conditions 


which brought it about, may affect 
them. 
But since upon their action 


hinges the fate of the new republic, 
their attitude is breathlessly antici- 
pated. 
With them rests the decision 


as to whether Russia shall build up 
a new government on a 
prepared 


foundation or be plunged into furtlicr 
disorder. 


Russia a Republic. 


Eliminating 
improbable 
events 


which could throw the country back 
into the traces of tho old regime, Rus- 
sia has today become a republic and 
the predictions of a responsible min- 
istry, which a week ago xvere ridiculed 
as premature and impossible, has to- 
day been exceeded by n new liberty 
which never found a place in the most 
fervent dreams 
of 
its discontented 


people. As early as two months ago 
rumors became current that the em- 
peror would bo forced to surrender 
his throne. Until that time tho chief 
dissatisfaction at the economic disor- 
ganization of 
the 
country and the 


criminal mismanagement of affairs, 
was vented against the cabinet and the 
influence of the court was only vague- 
ly alluded to, without touching tho 
person of the emperor. 
It became 


definitely known that all irresponsible 
and evil influences symbolized by such 
figures as Sturmcr, 1'rotopopolT and 
Rasputin, 
lind a deeper and more 


powerful source than the government 
itself. 


Court Scandals and Intrigues. 


The prevalence of startling rumors 


of court scandals nnd intrigues and the 
existence 
of 
mysterious 
channels 


which seemed to run from court cir- 
cles in the camp of the enemy, brought 
the imperial 
family 
Into disfavor. 


Whether these were true or not, it 
was felt that the weakness of the rul- 
ing family in allowing persons to di- 
rect the affairs of tho country, who 
were secretly designing against the 
bes-. interests of the nation and ap- 
pardntly doing all possible to interfere 
with the proper conduct of the war, 
unfitted them to govern the country.

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The Garbage Question Again. 


When, sonic six years ago, this neivspapor conducted a rather 


persistent djscxission. of the local garbage problem it had in mind u 
time that long since ought to have, come in which the solution would 
be realized. Little more than, a year later the city council made spe- 
cial provision in the tax levy by which n. fund should bo created to 
give relief to tho city in the long- vexed matter of grnrbage disposal. 
Under the operation of that levy—discontinued :i year or two ago— 
the sum of $:!0,000 had been accumulated in the special garbage fund. 
That amount of money is perhaps insufficient to do what ought to be 
done, if the city is to do it at all. Well on to two years ago plans 
were procured, bids wore received and a contract entered into for th-.i 
construction of a garbage incinerator. After many vicissitudes the 
project landed in the courts by virtue of suit for injunction brought; 
against the. city by residents of I'.loomingdale who objected to the pur 
poso to establish the plant adjacent to waterworks pumping stalioo 
No. 2. That litigation never has issued, but the plan that provok:d 
it has been abandoned. 


It now is proposed to solve the garbage problem by tossing good 


money after bad in an effort to enlarge and improve the old garbage 
crematory. This project may quite as well be abandoned as the other 
project was and for different and bettor reasons. Fort Wayne can 
make shift to go throngh another summer with the old plant. It will 
he a trying experience, to be sure, but not more so than the experience 
of the community in every year for a dozen in a ro\v. Let there bo 
some competent engineering investigation of tho garbage problem oP 
this city during the latter part of the summer, when the worst phases 
of tho problem are present and the needs of the situation are clear. 
This will enable the city to know what ought to be done and what it 
;will cost. If the fund in hand be insufficient to carry ont plans, the 
;way can he found to increase it reasonably. 


Meanwhile, the board of works has proposals from reduction con- 


cerns to take off the hands of the city the work of disposing of collec- 
ted garbage. It may be that these proposals have all merit and that 
from them an arrangement can be well made that will save money and 
improve garbage disposal. There surely will be wisdom in having 
plenty of light on these proposals and a thorough understanding of 
the manner in which the city can be served in that wise, as well as 
some notion of the economies claimed for tho arrangement. No such 
method ought to be adopted for disposal which does not provide that 
the city shall attend to the collection of garbage. In that phase of the 
problem alone is the public interested directly. Tho householder-h - 
no concern whatever for the disposition made of his waste after it has 
been taken from his premises. What he wants is that his garbage 
shall he removed frequently, regularly and efficiently. 
Collection by 


private contract docs not work out, and this is specially true where 
garbage is collected for reduction by concerns that operate such 
plants. The long hauls which usually lead to sections where garbage 
lias a low content of by-products arc not in great favor and such sec- 
tions are neglected in consequence. The system of collection shojld 
serve all. sections of the city efficiently. Engineering opinion'on both 
disposal and collection should be had if there shall be no advantage in 
contracting with a private interest for taking care, of the city's garb- 
age. If that phase of the problem can be solved by a contract, then 
let the matter of collection have expert attention. 


Above all let us have no incontinent haste to solve, the garbage 


problem by mere makeshift. The money in the city's hands was talr- 
cn with the understanding that in due time it should mean a satisfac- 
tory solution. Let faith be kept nnd let the question be disposed oil 
with practical wisdom on scientific plans. The city has already done 
some waiting. It can very well keep its patience a little longer for 
assurance of results. 


The women of Fort "Wayne having begun to learn to got their 


politics on straight and having duties of citizenship to perform, will 
do well to keep right on with their schooling. 
There are many things 


to learn concerning the practical aspects of citizenship and tho 
franchise.

flfty thousand dollars, which i» more 
than the bonded debt of the city. In- 
cluding the Issue of two hundred and 
twenty-flve thousand dollars for the 
new auditorium. 


"The actual value of our park sys- 


tem, however. Is much mor" than can 
be estimated in dollars and cents when 
the same Is considered as an asset to 
the health of our community, and It 
must be considered as such, because 
parka In a city tend to the health, com- 
fort and contentment of its people. 
They minister to a higher civilization. 


Unselfishness. 


"It can be justly said that the mem- 


bers of the park commission are labor- 
ing unceasingly and uftcelflshly to es- 
tablish and enlarge the future estate of 
the people, and that they are making 
food progress as the years go on, with 
the limited funds received. 


"The year 191B is not an exception, 


for considering the advanced cost of 
labor and material, the board can feel 
justly proud of the improvements 
mad* on our park and boulevard sys- 
tem during the year just closed, and 
the excellent condition In which the 
same has been maintained. 


"The privilege of discharging this 


trust, however, rests not only with the 
park commission, but involves as well 
the zealous co-cpcraUon of all citizens. 


Recommendations. 


"I would call your attention to the 


necessity of still more baseball dia- 
monds and tennis courts In our parks, 
and also ol the Importance of acquir- 
ing sufficient open park area for a 
public golf links as soon as possible, 
while the land can ya^ be secured at 
a reasonable figure. 


'There are almost constant demands 


for these nddltlonal Improvements. 
More play apparatus should also be 
Installed in our parks. Sand boxes are 
the beginning of every playground. 
The small children derive more pleas- 
ure from these than any other one 
thing. At least one sand box should 
be in each of our larger parks. 


"Those Improvements should be 


made as speedily as funds permit until 
our parks, the people's playgrounds, 
have been equipped to the fullest ex- 
tent possible. Recreation In all proper 
forma In our parks, tends to endear 
them to the people. 
^ 
Conclusion. 


"In concluding this report I wish to 


express my heartfelt thanks to the 
board for the encouragement given 
me In my work as secretary. 
Under 


your guidance it has indeed been a 
pleasure to fulfill my duties as the 
executive officer of the park depdrt- 
ment."

Dan Willard to Take Over 


Management in Federal 


Operation of Lines. 


[By Basil M. Manly.] 


Washington. D. C., March 17.— 


The administration, it may be authori- 
tatively stated, at least, win keep the 
trains running even if this can only be 
done by taking control of the roads 
and drafting the employes into the 
federal service. 


There Is no specific legislation that 


empowers the president to do this. 
owing to the failure of the administra- 
tion's railroad legislation during the 
last session of congress, but it is point- 
ed out that at the time of the threat- 
ened strike last fall the president told 
both the railroad officials and the la- 
bor leaders that he was able, under 
the general powers conferred upon 
him by the constitution, to operate tho 
roads and that he was merely asking 
congress to make these general powers 
specific. 


The situation is like that with regard 


to the power to arm merchant ships, 
and the president has shown In that 
case that he will go the limit In using 
his general powers to protect the 
country. If It becomes Imperative that 
he do so. 


It Is rumored that In case tho presi- 


dent doe* find It necessary to oper- 
ate the roads under federal authority, 
Daniel Willard. president of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, who now holds an 
official position as member of tho Na- 
tional Defense council, will bo put in 
charge of the operations. 


Federal authority 
to operate the 


railroads will not be Invoked by the 
president except as a last resort. 
There are two measures that can be 
tried out before that becomes neces- 
sary. 


Thoflrstof these Is the mediation and 


conciliation machinery. Secretary of 
Labor Wilson and tho commissioners 
of mediation and conciliation have 
been straining every resource at their 
command to bring about an adjust- 
ment of the situation since the strike 
threat was first rumored. 


They refuse to make any statements 


regarding what has been accomplished, 
but It is believed they have made rela- 
tively little progress. 
Even If they 


fail in accomplishing a settlement, 
however, they are performing a great 
service In collecting the Information 
which will give the president a com- 
plete understanding of the highly com- 
plex situation. 


When this Information Is in hand, 


tho president. It is understood, will 
call a conference of the railroad man- 
agers and the labor leaders in Wash- 
ington, and use his personal Influence 


to bring about a settlement of the dif- 
ficulties. 


What the president's attitude trill be 


is uncertain. It Is known'that he has 
a great deal of sympathy for the Im- 
patience of the railroad employes over 
their failure to get the wage Increases . 
which he believed had been assured j 
them last fall. 


On the other hand. It is rumored 


that he feels aggrieved that the labor 
leaders should have acted so precip- 
itately as is indicated by the alleged 
strike order. 


"The 
message which today Is going 


out from administration circles to the 
American people Is: 
"Don't worry- 


The president has power to keep the 
trains running and -will see that the 
people are not kept from securing: 
food. 
There may be Inconvenience, 


but there will be no stoppage of food 
supplies.

Oppose Strike. 


Philadelphia. Pa., March 17.—A bill 


In equity which has for its purpose the 
prevention of the four railroad broth- 
erhoods from calling a strike of rail- 
road employes within the state of 
Pennsylvania was filed in the federal 
district court at noon today by an at- 
torney representing the four brother- 
hoods. No judge was in the federal 
building at the time and, although 
the bill is officially on file it will not 
have the effect of preventing a walk- 
out unless the papers are signed by a 
Judge and an order issued enjoining 
the men. 


Not Very Diligent, 


Leighton R. Stradley, attorney for 


the men who filed the bill, said the 
"action would take its usual course." 
He apparently is making no effort to 
find a Judge. 


The bill, which seeks to enjoin the 


brotherhoods from calling a strike on 
the ground that the expense attached 
thereto will seriously impair the ben- 
eficial funds of the brotherhoods, was 
filed by Leighton Q. Stradley, of Phil- 
adelphia, attorney for members of the 
four railroad brotherhoods. The ac- 
tion is against the local chairman and 
chairman of their general grievance 
committee. The action affects 
the 


brotherhoods of all railroads through- 
out Pennsylvania. 


Ninety Per Cent Oppose Strike. 
According to the trainmen they be- 


lieve that not more than ten per cent 
are In favor of walking out. The bill 
alleges that the joint ballot upon which 
the strike was called is not in effect at 
this time inasmuch as it was obtained 
eight months ago 
when times were 


not at the critical stage they are to- 
day. This strike ballot obtained eight 
months ago was cancelled last fall, 
when the Adamson law was enacted, 
the bill asserts. 


Complainants in this action allege 


that a refusal to arbitrate by the grand 
chiefs is contrary to the constitution 
nml by-laws of the brotherhoods. The 
ballot was obtained last summer, tho 
bill of complaint says, by arbitrary 
action of the chief executives of tho 
unions anil without complying with the 
by-laws. The bills In equity are signed 
l>y one member from each of the four 
brotherhoods.

One way to test a man as to the 


soundness of his mind is to engage him 
in a euchre game.

mind. 
If he consults a competent 


lawyer in regard to his will, then again 
your decision must be the same. If at 
any time during his life he makes the 
statement that he waints to draw up a 
will in such a manner that he does 
not want the lawyers to get a hold on 
it because "they grab at anything they 
can get their hands on," you must ar- 
rive at the conclusion that the person 
in question is of sound mind. 


On the other hand, however, if ho 


curses you for trifling offenses, or be- 
cause he gets old and feeble, or be- 
cause he Is untidy in his person and 
dress, your decision must be that he ia 
unsound in mind. If you are a bene- 
ficiary of the man's will and do not get 
the same amount as another one of. 
the beneficiaries, then perhaps you' 
would say the man was unsound in 
mind. If a man falsely accuses you 
of keeping him awake all night be- 
cause you kept jumping and dancing 
on the floor above his bedroom, your 
conclusion will be that the man's mind 
Is wandering.

It Is feared that the recent epidem- 


ic of Infantile paralysis will neces«ar- 
lly modify plan* fpr baby week in cer- 
tain communities. In cities where the 
disease has been epidemic features 
such as baby parades, baby contests 
and outings for mothers and babies 
will probably be eliminated. 


The general suggestions offered by 


the children's bureau Include «. pro- 
gram of special days, an Infant wel- 
fare exhibit, a baby health conference, 
plays performed by children, school 
celebrations, distribution of leaflets 
and pamphlets on the care of baby, 
contests In poster-making and Assay 
writing, publicity through newspaper 
articles and advertising. th» gathering 
of information 
about 
baby welfare 


and plans for follow up work. 


Baby day may be observed in many 


communities where a longer celebra- 
tion is impossible. For such a day tho 
school house may be the headquarters, 
with a simple exhibit of hand-made 
posters and models, a play by chil- 
dren, and a meeting in the evening 
for parents, with lantern slides, mu- 
sic, short talks by physicians or 
nurse*. 


Tho children's bureau 
has pre- 


pared a number of bulletins on baby 
welfare which will be available for 
distribution during the celebration. 


The Importance of complete birth 


registration will bo one of tho feat- 
ures that will be specially empha- 
sized.

The Farmer and the Liquor Industry 


(By Rev. Charles Slelzle.) 
, 


There are about 10,000,000 farmers 


in tho United States. They constitute 
ten per cent, of our entire population. 
The \-alue of their annual products is 
approximately 
$10,000.000,000, 
or. 


about $1,000 for every farmer. 
| 


The liquor industry purchases every ' 


year about $100,000,000 worth of pro- 
duce from the farmer. Therefore the 
liquor industry consumes Just one per 
cent, of all that the farmer produces; 
that is, S10 for every farmer in the , 
United States. 
| 


The question is, What will the 


"poor" farmer do with his $10 worth 
of produce which the liquor Industry j 
cannot purchase when it is put out of 
business? 
He may be compelled to 


feed some of it to his horses or cows 
or pigs. Even In this case the produce 
would not be a loss to him—a city 
man who does not know the first thing 
about farming knows this. It is ab- 
solutely certain that he will never be 
compelled 
to throw away this 110 


worth of material which Is troubling 
the liquor men so grievously. 


The chances are that somebody else 


besides the liquor men will find use 
for the farmer's grain and grapes and 
apples and cherries. 
To listen to the 


defender of the saloon one would think 
that nobody likes grapes and cherries 
unless they come In the form of booze. 
What about the millions of young- 
sters, and nobody knows how many 
wives, who for once might actually 
have a chance to cat ail tho 'fruit they 
want and really need? They do not 
complain about 
eating 
grapes and 


cherries, instead of drinking the booze 
that these might make. 


What will happen to the farmers 


when the brewers and distillers no 
longer buy their products? Form ex- 
perts toll us that the day Is fast ap- 
proaching when the American farmer 
will bo unable to raise enough pro- 
duce to supply this country. 


Tho total product of the farmer has 


Increased during the past forty years, 
but tho percentage of agricultural im- 
ports has 
remained 
practically the 


same, while that of agricultural ex- 
ports has decreased about thirty per 
cent. 
This means that tho farmer is 


finding an increasing demand for his 
output in this country. 


Labor-sax-ing machinery has per- 


mitted the individual farmer to culti- 
vate more acres, but he has not In- 
creased the output an acre. 
From 


1899 to 1909 the acreage in the United 
States used for raising cereals—corn, 
wheat, oats, barley and rye—Increas- 
ed only 3.6 per cent. 
The amount 


actually produced increased only 1.7 
per cent. But the population of our 
country during this period Increased 
21 per cent., about twelve times as 
fast as the increase in the amount of 
cereals raised. 
Meanwhile, the value 


of these cereals increased 79 per cent. 


There are over 20,000,000 families 


in the United States that would pur- 
chase the stuff now sold to the liquor 
men. According to a study made by 
the department of labor of the United 
States, 
the 
average 
worklngman's 


family spends annually about $600 for 
food. This would make a total of at 
least $10,000,000,000 a year for the 
20.000,000 families. 


If each of the 20,000,000 families 


was to Increase Its purchasing power 
one per cent., or $6 a year. It would 
amount exactly to $100.000.000—the 
sum of the 
liquor men's purchases 


from tho farmer. 
But let us assume 


that the retail figure at which the 
average family would be compelled to 
buy Is twice as high o» the liquor men 
pay. This would Increase the amount 
necessary to be purchased to $10 a 
year for each family, or about twenty 
cents a week. There can be no doubt 
that with the increased earning power 
and spending ability of the average 
workingman's 
family—due 
to 
tho 


abolition of 
the 
liquor traffic—the 


average family 
will easily 
wish to 


spend at least twenty cents more a 
week for 
cherries, poaches, apgles, 


berries and the various forms of grain, 
to say nothing about flour and broad 
and other materials whloh coma pri- 
marily from the farm. 


There is no need to worry about the 


farmers. 
Anyway, tho farmers are 


voting out the saloon every time they 
get a chance, fully realizing the force 
of whatever there may be in the argu- 
ment of tho liquor men so far as they 
are concerned.

THE TRAINING OF THE BOY 


Luther's Famous Hymn 


As In the great Reformation, the 


quadricentennfal of the beginning of 
which Is being celebrated, one colossal 
figure stands out prominently, so also 
in the rich storehouse of hymnology 
which oomes out of that same period 
there Is one hymn which stands out 
as the greatest of them all. That hymn 
Is Luther's battle hymn, "A Mighty 
Fortress Is Our God." It has been said 
that Luther accomplished as much 
for the Reformation through his bat- 
tle hymn as he did through his trans- 
lation of the Bible. As the "Marseil- 
laise of the Reformation," It has pre- 
served to this day a potent spell over 
Germany. 
The music of the hymn, 


like the words, is Luther's own. A 
special testimony to his work as a com- 
poser appears Irf a letter from John 
Walthev, who has been credited with 
the music of this hymn. 
Sleldan, a 


nearly contemporary historian, speak- 
ing especially of "Bin Feste Burg," 
says that Luther made for it a tune 
regularly suited to the words and 
adapted to stir the heart. 


The general favor and wide use of 


this hymn are evidenced by the fact 
stated by Dr. Bernard Pick, the great- 
est living authority of the hymns of 
Luther, that there are no lees than 
ninety distinct translations of Luth- 
er's hymn Into English, and that the 
hymn has been translated into about 
fifty different languages. 


It Is Interesting to note that the sing- 


ing of the hymn was a true defense for 
a band of Moravians who were con- 
ducting a revival in the house of Da- 
vid Nltschman. 
The police name to 


break up the meeting. As the officers 
entered, the congregation 
began 
to 


sin£ ijUther's hymn. The police hesi- 
tated and many escaped, among them 
Nitschman, who later made his way 
with Wesley to America, landing at 
Savannah, 
Georgia. 
He 
was 
the

At Protestantism's great battles at 


Leipzig and Lutzon history tells us that 
as the soldiers went Into battle they 
sang like a mighty choir Luther's fa- 
mmiu hxron.—The Continent.

Bluffton Jurist Speaks to 


Men of First Presby- 


terian Church. 


TiT. H. Eichhom, of Bluffton, judge 


of the circuit courts of Wells and 
Blackford counties, 
told 
of several 


things ho would have embodied in In- 
diana's new constitution at a meeting 
of the Men's club of the First Presby- 
terian church Friday evening. 


He dwelt at length upon the weak- 


ness of the present constitution of In-' 
diana In granting equal suffrage to 
Immigrants who have not yet been In 
the United States more than one year, 
or In the state more than six months, 
and who have not yet declared their 
Intentions to become citizens of the 
United States by reason of five years' 
residence. While such persons have 
not renounced their allegiance to the 
ruling power of their own country, 
they are still permitted to vote after 
their declaration 
of 
intentions, al- 


though they may ;never become citi- 
zens and never renounce their alleg- 
iance to the 
foreign 
country from 


which they came. 
The speaker said 


that at the present time there are 51,- 
000 of these voters In Indiana. 
' 


The BlufCton jurist's address on the 


new constitution was an interesting 
one and he held the attention of his 
audience at all times. There were 
many ladies present. During his talk 
he suggested many changes that should 
be made when the new constitution is 
drawn up. 


He definitely stated that the work 


of the constitutional convention is not 
final. He said that the delegates are 
charged'with the duty of framing the 
propositions which are to be submit- 
ted to the people for their approval or 
rejection. "One of the first duties of 
the convention will be to draft a defi- 
nition of who shall be members of 
the state: in other words, electors. 
Suffrage is the highest right that the 
citizen can enjoy." 
He paused for a 


few minutes and commented and ap- 
proved ot the action of the last leg- 
islature in passing the women's suf- 
frage bill. 


The speaker also stated that a 


clause should be put in the new con- 
stitution which would regulate the 
liquor question and not left to the leg- 
islature, which in another two years 
might undo what the last legislature 
provided in the way of the regulation 
of the liquor business. 


On the question of the recall. Initia- 


tive and referendum, lie frankly stat- 
ed that he hatf not made up his mind, 
but he urged that these provisions of 
the constitution of «ome other states 
would be forced upon public attention 
and that they should be given a fair 
hearing. 


After the discourse Judge Eiehhorn 


was given a rising vote of thanks. Re- 
freshments were served by the wives 
of the members of the club.

SPRAYING E AN ABSOLUTELY ESSENTIAL ADJUNCT TO SUCCESSFUL APPLE GROWING 


n 1909 Field Experiments in Spraying Apple Orchards Were Inaugurated By the Department of Horticulture of the University of Illinois, With a View to Answering

Ifffinite Questions Which Constitute Some of the Most Important Spraying Problems Connected With Materials and Schedules—Ten Series of Experiments 


Lasting through a Period of Several Years, Were Conducted in Various Parts of Illinois—The Questions on Which These Experiments Were Designed to Shed Lieht 
iogether With a Brief Discussion of Each, Are Giyen in the Following:

L What it the general 
effectiveness 


of applications of standard spray mix- 
tures, including Bordeaux, lime sulfur 
and arsenate of lead, in the control of 
fungi and insects on the apple? 


No fact stands out more distinctly In 


a study of the data presented than the 
general effectiveness of spraying over 
no spraying. Even tinder the most un- 
favorable circumstances, gome degree 
of benefit ha* resulted from the appli- 
cation of all of the standard spraya In 
every series of experiments and in 
every year of the 
experimentation 


Tear after year the sprayed plats have 
been conspicuous by their m o r e 
healthy and vigorous foliage and by 
the freedom of their fruit from insects 
and diseases. 


The smallest control exercised over 


apple scab as a result of spraying at 
least three times with Bordeaux or 
Bordeaux In combination with arae- 
nate of lead amounted to 67 per cent, 
while the largest control amou ..^.i to 
98 per cent In six experiments out of 
ten. 90 per cent or over of all the scab 
which might have appeared in the 
sprayed plats was prevented ae a re- 
sult of spraying with Bordeaux or Bor- 
deaux in combination with arsenate of 
lead. Lime sulfur exercised varying; 
degrees of control, running from as' 
low as « per cent to as high as 100 per 
cent. In two experiments out of fit- 
teen, 100 per cent control wag ob- 
tained. In six experiments out of fif- 
teen, lime solftrr exercised a, control 
running above 90 per cent In «ve 
cases this fungicide prevented less 
than BO per e«nt of the possible dam- 
age from apple scab. In no single 
case, however, did it fall to exercise 
some control over this fungus, and In 
those experiments where the poorest 
control was obtained, certain plats 
showed an effectiveness varying from 
57 to 85 per cent 


In twenty-am* experiments antenate 


of lead did not fail to exercise some 
degree of control over codling moth 
and cnrcuJlo In some one or more of 
th* plata included In each of the ex- 
perlmento. In four cases, however, 
certain (prayed plats in the experi- 
ment showed more injury than the 
cheek plat*. It WM observed, how- 
ever, that In every one of these four 
cases the total infestation of codling 
moth WM very small, the largest lose 
due to failure of the spray to control 
the Insect amounting to t per cent of 
the entire crop. Under the circum- 
stances in which these slightly Incon- 
sistent result* appear, the Inconsist- 
ency must bo attributed to unequal in- 
fection rather than to lneftectiTen«M 
of the spray. Th« general effectlveneM 
of the spray will be seen when It is 
noted that In fifteen experiments of 
the twenty-nine, 90 per cent or better 
control of the codling moth WM ob- 
tained In some of the plats Included. 
. Cureullo was less thoroughly con- 
trolled by arscnate of lead than was 
codling moth. Nevertheless in only 
eix of the experiments were there any 
plats which failed to ahow some de- 
gree of prevention nf Injury by reason 
of the application of tho spray. Eleven 
experiments out of the twenty-nine in- 
cluded some plats In which 80 per cent 
or more of the Injury was prevented 
by the application of the spray. 


2. What art the relative valves of 


"Boratms and tfme sulfur as. sprays for 
the apple? 


The results of the comparisons of 


Bordeaux and lime sulfur indicate a 
greater efficiency for Bordeaux as a 
fungicide but, combined with its ex- 
eallent fungicidal properties, serious 
tendencies to Injure fruit and foliage 
as a result of its application. 
Lime 


sulfur, on the other hand, exercised a 
fair degree of control of fungi and 
caused little damage to fruit or fol- 
iage. The" comparative value of the 
two sprays varied somewhat from year 
to year. In 19IX lime sulfur caused 
considerable injury to fruit as a result 
of lime-sulfur born, and was slightly 
less efficient as a fungicide than Bor- 
deaux. In 1912 lime sulfur proved to 
be the more desirable spray in every 
Series of experiments except those per- 
formed at one place, where It was to 
an Intents and purposes equal to Bor- 
deaux. 


3. Can Bordeaux injury be lessened 


or prevented by frequent sprayings milk 
the same spray or by maintaining over 
tiie Bordeaux a coating of lime through- 
out the season' 


Efforts to prevent Bordeaux injury 


by frequent applications of Bordeaux 
or by keeping the Bordeaux coated 
throughout the season with lime were 
attended by no results of so conclusive 
a character as to warrant recommen- 
dations favoring the practice. 


4. Is it possible to interchange Bor- 


deaux and lime sulfur, 
in a 
spray 


schedule, to advantage, using Bordeaux 
for one or more applications «nrf Kmt 
sulfur far the retraining applications f 


The general conclusions from these 


experiments are that the use of Bor- 
deaux for the spray before the blos- 
soms open is generally advisable and

that lime sulfur should be nscd for 
the second and third summer sprays. 


5. What is the mast effective 
and at 


the tame time the. most economical dilu- 
tion of lime sulfur as a fungicide spray T 


Lime-sulfur sprays containing from 


6 to 8 pounds of sulfur in each 100 
gallons of spray mixture gave emi- 
nently satisfactory results. Sprays of 
these strengths are obtained by using 
1 gallon of commercial concentrated 
lime suitor In 33 to 40 gallons of 
water, or 1 gallon of homemade lime 
sulfur prepared according to the Illi- 
nois formula In It to 24 gallons of 
water. 


8. Is hmticmade concentrated lime sul- 


fur, prepared according to the formula: 
100 pounds sulfur, 50 pounds time, 50 gal- 
Jons water, as efficient 
as the ordinary 


commercial concentrated lime sulfur? 
Experiments on this question Indi- 


cated no appreciable differences be- 
tween the homemade and the com- 
mercial lime sulfur. 


7. What is the fungieidal value of 


self-boiled Kme sulfur, and haw does it 
compare with Kme sulfur made in the 
usual manner? 


During 1909 and 1910 the experi- 


menters found self-boiled lime sulfur 
practically worthless as a fungicide for 
both the fruit and foliage of the apple. 
It appeared, however, from the reports 
of both series of experiments, that the 
self-boiled lime sulfur exerted some 
stimulating or beneficial effects on the 
health and vigor of the foliage not in 
any way connected with Its possible 
properties as a fungicide. The foliage 
in the plats sprayed with self-boiled 
lime sulfur was noteworthy for its 
abundance, dark green color, and gen- 
erally 
luxuriant 
appearance. 
Its 


worthlessness In the control of apple 
scab precludes the possibility of its be- 
ing used as a socceasfnl spray for the 
apple. 


8. Witt the addition of copper sulfate 


to lime sulfur increase t(te fungicidal 
value of the spray? 


It was concluded tMat the addition 


of copper sulfate to lime sulfur does 
not add to Its usefulness as a spray. 
In three of the experiments reported 
on. it resulted in more or less severe 
Injury to the fruit 


9. Is an application of Kme 
sulfur, 


made at the strength used for San Jose 
scale, applied while the trees are dormant, 
of any value as a preventive of apple 
scab? 


The experiments generally Indicated 


that spraying with winter-strength 
lime sulfur 
while the trees were 


dormant did not help to control scab. 


10. What is the most effective poison 


which can be combined advantageously 
with standard fungicides for the control 
of chewing insects, particularly the cod- 
ling moth and the plum curculio? 


Paris green and arsenate of lead 


were the only insecticides experi- 
mented with. Paris green proved loss 
effective than arsenate of lead and 
caused considerable foliage 
injury. 


When experiments with copper for- 
rocyanlde wore commenced, it was 
thought that this spray might possees 
Some poisoning qualities which would 
make it useful as an insecticide. 
It 


was not. of course, used In combina- 
tion with Bordeaux or lime sulfur, us 
the spray, was designed as a fungicide. 
It was noted, however, that copper 
ferrocyanlde failed to show any de- 
elded qualities as a poison spray. 


It. Dots arsenale of lead when used 


alone possess any fungieidal value? 


Experiments bearing upon this point 


lead to tho conclusion that arsenate of 
lead used alone possesses practically 
no fnnglcldal value.

12. Does arsenate of lead when added 


to Bordeaux or lime sulfur increase their 
fungicidal value? 


It was concluded that the addition 


of arsenate of lead to lime sulfur in- 
creases Its fungicidal value, while the 
addition of arsenate of lead to Bor- 
deaux does not Improve the fungicidal 
value of the resulting spray. 


13. Are 
there differences 
bchveen 


various brands of arsenale of lead which 
would make one brand more useful than 
another, either alone, or in combination 
with the standard fungicides? 


Relatively unimportant 
differences 


were found among various brands of 
araenate of lead. Arsenates of lead 
were more efficient used in combina- 
tion with the fungicides than alone, 
and caused less foliage injury. 


14. Of what value are certain new 


sfrays, both as fungicides and as insecti- 
cides? 
» Among the new sprays experiment- 
ed with were copper ferrocyanide, Cu-

casa, and Sulfoctde. 
Of these Sulfo- 


cldc proved unsatisfactory. AS. when 
<tscd In combination with Paris green, 
it severely injured th« foliage. Cucasa 
proved almost as efficient as Bordeaux, 
caused no mssetlng of the fruit, but 
was somewhat Injurious to foliage. 
Not being more efficient than Bor- 
deaux, this spray was abandoned. 
Copper ferrocyanide made by combin- 
ing copper 'sulfate and potassium 
cyanide seemed to possess advantages; 
both from the theoretical and practK 
cal standpoint, that made it seem Ad- 
visable to test this spray somewhat 
more thoroughly. However, the re- 
sults thns far obtained do not warrant 
recommending 
copper 
ferrocyanlde 


other than in an experimental way. 


15. How often and at what times 


should summer sprays be applicdr 


In general, it was found that the 


first three summer sprays were the 
most useful in improving the general 
grade and quality of the frnit by con- 
trolling the majority of the insects and 
fungi: that none of these sprays could 
be omitted safely; and that the addi- 
tion of the fourth and fifth sprays as- 
sisted in controlling late-brood codling 
moth and injury from curculio. 


16. What arc the relative advantages 


and disadvantages of applying large and 
small cfuantities of Bordeaux? 


On the whole, these experiments in- 


dicate that a thin but complete, coating 
of the fruit and foliage with Bordeaux 
arsenate of lead is more desirable than 
a heavy coat, except in cases were spe- 
cial protection from curculio is nec« 


Incidental Observations. 


1. Owing to the danger of russeting 


the fruit as a result of applications of 
Bordeaux, it Is 3. more or less common 
practice to omit the fungicide from 
the spray following the fall of the 
petals, as this spray is applied more 
particularly for the control of codling 
moth. It has, however, been found in- 
advisable to omit the fungicide, as an 
infection of scab Is very likely to oc- 
cur at this time. 


3. In several experiments lime sul- 


fur appeared to attract codling moth 
and to repel curculio. The former ef- 
fect was more marked than the latter, 
but both facts were observed with a 
considerable 
degree 
of consistency 


throughout tbe progress of the experi- 
ments. 


3. Various quantities of arsenate 


of lead were used In an attempt to find 
the most efficient killing spray. Four 
pounds of paste arsenate of lead in 100 
gallons of spray mixture was found ef- 
ficient and economical. 


4. Adding the sludge, which re- 


mained after the preparation of con- 
centrated lime sulfur, to the spray 
mixture did not improve or Impair the 
efficiency of the spray. 


RronmmcndatKm*. 


As a result of the spraying experi- 


ments and also from other experience 
and recommendations. It Is recom- 
mended that apple trees be sprayed at 
tho times and In the manner indicated 
below. 


1. Dormant-Tree Spray. 


This spray Is used particularly for 


the control of San Jose scale. It is ap- 
plied in the fall after the leaves drop

or in the spring before the buds open, 
preferably at the latter time. Where 
San Jose scale Is present or Is known 
to infest a certain locality, this spray 
Is a necessity, and it is advised as a 
matter of precaution in a'l orchards 
throughout the state. 


The dormant-tree spray should be 


either commercial or homemade lime 
sulfur. 
The commercial lime sulfur 


testing 33° Baume should be Used at 
the rate of 11 gallons of commercial 
lime sulfur to 89 gallons of water, or 
11 gallons of commercial lime sulfur 
In 100 gallons of the spray. This Is 
equivalent to 1 gallon of commercial 
lime sulfur to 8 gallons water. The 
homemade lime sulfur, made accord- 
ing to the Illinois formula (100 pounds 
sulfur, 50 pounds lime.-6S gallons 
water), is used at the rate of 20 gal- 
lons of stock solution homemade lime 
sulfur to 80 gallons of water, or 20 
gallons of homemade lime sulfur in 
100 gallons of spray. 


2. First Summer Application. 


This spray is used particularly for 


the control of apple scab. As a sec- 
ondary object, however, it is used to 
hill the various leaf-eating insects 
which appear early in the season, in- 
cluding bud moth, tent caterpillar, and 
cankcrworrn. 
These insects, though 


not always present in large numbers, 
are likely to cause-serious damage and 
must be guarded against. 


The first summer application Is 


made after the cluster buds open, ae 
soon as the Individual flower buds 
spread apart, but before the flower 
buds themselves open. In large com- 
mercial orchards it will bo found nec- 
essary to begin spraying before all the

individual (lower buds have spread 
apart. In order to complete spraying 
before the first blossoms open. Spray- 
ing may be continued at this time un- 
til the petals havo commenced to sepa- 
rate, but should be discontinued as 
soon as tho stamens and pistils of tho 
flowers are exposed. 


Bordeaux, prepared according to 


tho formula, 8 pounds copper sulfate, 
8 pounds freshly slaked lump lime, 
and 100 gallons 
of water, with 4 


pounds arsenate of lead added as an 
insecticide, is tho best spray for use at 
this time. In seasons when Bordeaux 
is expensive owing to the high price 
of copper sulfato. it may be advisable 
to use lime sulfur for the cluster-bud 
or first summer spray. 
Experiments 


made in 1913, 1914 and 1916. showed 
generally satisfactory results where 
lime sulfur was used at this time. 


3. Second Summer Application. 


This spray is used particularly for 


the control of tho codling moth, but 
Is of almost equal importance as a pre- 
ventive of apple scab. Incidentally, it 
Is advantageous as a protection against 
various leaf-eating insects. 


It Is applied immediately after the 


fall of the petals, while the lobes of 
the calyx arc still distended. The 
greater number of the first brood of 
the codling moth enter the apple 
through the calyx end. By spraying 
the trees while the calyx cups are still 
open, poison will be placed on the base 
of the lobes and stamens and some- 
times within the cup itself, where the 
larvae of the codling moth are reason- 
ably sure to get it when entering the 
apple. At this stage the sma)l apples 
point upward or outward, and the 
calyxes are easily coated with poison. 


For this application lime sulfur ar- 


senato of lead, using 2% gallons of 
commercial concentrated lime sulfur, 
or 5 gallons of homemade lime sulfur 
(Illinois formula) and 
4 pounds of 


paste arsenate of lead in 10JO gallons 
of spray, is recommended. 


4. Third Summer Application. 


This is used as an additional precau- 


tion against apple scab and codling 
moth. It is also a. safeguard against 
leaf-eating insects, and to some extent 
against certain fungous diseases which 
appear later In the season, including 
blotch, sooty blotch, fiyspcck, and leaf 
spot. 


This spray should be made about ten 


days after the second summer applica- 
tion. 
In large orchards the second 


spray would in all probability not be 
completed at one end of the orchard 
until it was time to commence the 
third summer application at the other. 
The best spray for this application ap- 
pears to be lime sulfur arscnate of- 
lead. 


K. Fourth Summer Application. 


This spray Is applied as a safeguard 


against apple blotch and codling moth. 
It Is applied two to three weeks after 
tho third summer spray. ' Bordeaux 
arsenate of lead should be used. 


<!. fifth Summer Application. 


This spray is particularly for the 


control of the second brood of codling 
moth, and Incidentally tor tho preven- 
tion of curculio Injury, .blotch, sooty 
blotch, flyapcck. and leaf spot. 


It In made approximately ten weeks 


after tho bloom, or at times varying 
from July 1, In tho extreme southern 
part of Illinois to August I. In the 
northern part of tho state. 


For this spray itrsenato of lead and 


lime should be used. Where fungous 
injury is anticipated. Bordeaux arse- 
nftte of lead may be substituted. 


7. Extra Sprays. 


Kxtra sprays are chiefly used a» 


safeguards against blttor rot. 
Where 


Mils disease Is anticipated, spraying 
should begin the first w»ok In July, 
and should bo followed lit intervals of 
ten days until four applications have 
been made. 
Bordeaux is the proper 


fungicide to use for this disease. It Is 
prepared in the same manner as for 
the first summer application. 
If no 


preventive measures have been taken 
against bitter rot. and the disease ap- 
pears 
suddenly 
and 
unexpectedly, 


spraying should be commenced with- 
out a moment's delay as soon as the 
presence of tho disease is discovered. 


A LIGHTING SYSTEM FOR THE FARM

Choosing th* Syswm: A perfeetly- 


•working acetylene gas system Is a deli- 
cate piece of machinery. The electric 
lighting plant, completely equipped 
•with an ample storage battery, (which 
is tne "nly kind of system to install), 
is far more delicate than the most in- 
tricate f»s plant. But if it is desirable 
to install ah isolated lighting plant, it 
is important to recognize in advance

the necessity of everlasting vigilance, 
and the certainty that it the plant is to 
be a success after installation, such 
vigilance must be untiringly exercised. 
If you are going to put in a plant, 
make up y°nr mind that ybu must 
Sve it more attention than you would 
Sve an equivalent number of coal-o; 
famps or candles, and that you will 
give It that attention more religiously. 


The Isolated lighting plant Is not a 
plaything, nor Is it a piece of machin- 
ery made for every chance user. 


A few years ago many men would 


not think of getting in behind the 
wheel of an automobile: much less 
would they consider the Investment of 
a few hundred dollars in that kind of 
a machine: but people have been grad- 
ually educated until there are compar- 
atively few who do not feel that they 
are capable of understanding and car- 
ing for the power and transmission 
plant which Is hung between the fore- 
wheels of an automobile. In the city, 
we find many people using electric 
lights, electric toasters, electric wash- 
ing machines, electric irons, and elec- 
tric vacuum cleaners. These are cost- 
ing a good many dollars more than 
they should, in the yearly cost of 
maintenance, because of the lack of 
understanding on the part of the users, 
which necessitates the employment of 
expert service extending over months 
and sometimes years. The people 'n 
the city can get the service if they are 
willing to pay for It, but people in the 
country can not buy it, even though 
they have the money. Instead of tele- 
phoning in ar.d getting help in half an 
hour, it may be days In reaching them. 
In the meantime they are -without the 
conveniences of their Installation. 


The man -who puts in tho isolated 


lighting plant, of Whatever variety, 
should understand the plant thorough- 
ly, and make up his mind to have it on 
his list, along with the pigs and the) 
calves and the chickens, to receive its 
share of persistent attention.

How are wo to breed so that we may 


Improve the quality of the oggs? We 
know it to be a fact that a hen lays 
essentially the same color and shape 
cgs year in and year out Of course 
we know that the first egrgs of a pul- 
let are Small and will gradually in- 
crease in size until they reach their 
normal state. We also know that in 
.varieties of poultry which lay brown 
eggs the last eggs of a "litter will be! 
somewhat lighter in color than willj 
the first eggs laid, so we can see that 
the shape and color of an egg changes 
slightly. 


In attempting to breed to improve 


the quality of eggs, we advise the se- 
lection of eggs for incubation only of 
the kind which you wish to produce. 
If you want dead-white eggs, do not 
incubate any that are tinted in the 
least. 
If you want a pure, uniform 


brown egg, then select only that kind. 
See that none of them weigh less than 
two ounces and are of the perfect 
shape which you desire, and all of 
sound, smooth shell. Use males for 
mating with these selected hens that 
were hatched from hens that lay the 
same kind of an egg. Use the same 
process of selection the following year, 
and in a short period of time you will 
find that the number of eggs which 
will have to be culled out will grow 
gradually less and less. A much larger 
percentage of your esgs will grade as 
firsts. 


It Is advisable to use hens for breed- 


ins purposes because they lay a larger 
egfr tnan the pullets, and they lay 
fewer eggs in the fall and winter and 
are in much better condition 
for 


breeding purposes In t h e 
spring 


months than are the pullets. By all 
means. In breeding for quality in eggs, I 


use pore-bred fowls. It would be an 
endless task to try to change the qual- 
ity of eggs by breeding from mongrels 
and nondescripts. 
Neither will you 


make much progress by trying to 
breed from grades or cross-breeds. 


Some farmers and poultry raisers 


make a practice of putting eggs on the 
market which they have had in an lh- 
cubator for a few days and found the 
cess to be infertile. 
This is a bad 


practice and should never be done by 
any honest farmer or poultry raiser. 
You may make good use of such eggs 
by consuming them at home. 
They 


will do to fry, for baking and for cer- 
tain kinds of cooking, but they are ab- 
solutely unfit for the market. Such 
eggs, while good for home consumption 
are absolutely unfit for shipping. The 
yolks will break, the eggs will rot be- 
fore they can reach the consumer, and 
it Is a dishonest practice to offer such 
eggs for sale as fresh-laid eggs, and 
you lower the price on all eggs by so 
doing-. Consume such eggs at home. 


We have seen severe market losses 


due to a habit of sending Infertile in- 


Incubator With Removable Nursery

cubator eggs into Commerce. This has 
b«tn especially noticeable In. the ia?ge 
houses making a speciality of break- 
ing out eggs where they found it ab- 
solutely necessary to candle even In 
March and early April because farm- 
ers and poultry raisers were marketing 
infertile Incubator eggs with their 
fresh eggs, and the incubator eggs 
came in in such bad condition and 
were so numerous that they had to be 
culled out before it was safe for the 
breakers to handle the eggs. At that 
time of the year there is no other rea- 
son for candling. Yon can see what a 
loss this means to any dealer, and in- 
stead of reducing the army of candlers 
which are now required this practice 
makes a demand for even a greater 
number. 


Another very serious evil due to the 


marketing of infertile eggs from an 
incubator or from underneath a hen 
is their admixture with storage stock. 
These incubator eggs usually go on the 
market at the season when eggs are 
being stored without being candled. 
We know It to be a fact that infertile 
Incubator eggs break 
down during 


transportation and handling and easily 
become "white rots." 


Infertile incubator eggs can be used 


for bakers' purposes in the home, but 
under no circumstances should they 
ever be offered for sale or for ship- 
ment 


Another important reason why snch 


eggs shonld not be marketed as fresh 
eggs is the fact that they are liable to 
be seized by food inspectors as being 
misbranded. Such eggs play havoc 
with the spring gtorage stock, and we 
are in hopes that no farmer or poultry 
raiser will be guilty of such a dishon- 
est practice. 


THE FARMER AND HIS AUTOMOBILE 


ALFALFA HAT. 


In general, alfalfa should be cut for 


hay when the young shoots at the 
bases of the plants first appear.

these new shoots become Ions enough 
to be cut off* by the mower, the new 
crop may bo badly damaged.

time for cutting.

CHICKENS EAT THE INSECTS. 


Let your poultry have tho free range 


of your orchard. There they will not 
only find the shade so grateful to them 
in hot weather, but they will feed on 
multitudes of insects which may be 
injurious to trees and shrubbery. 


The automobile is becoming an in- 


creasingly important factor in farm 
life. It is rapidly reducing the isola- 
tion which oncn made the agriculturist 
more or less of an Involuntary hermit. 
The motor car is beginning not only to! 
mellow the farmer, but to expand thei 
city man. The day when every farmer 
looked upon an automobile as.an ob- 
ject for abuse has largely gone. Todaj- 
the farmer gives the automobile half 
the road with good grace, for his own 
possession of a similar vehicle has re- 
versed his prejudices. 


The motor car is bringing the world 


together. It is eliminating distance. 
It is bringing the country nearer to the 
city, the east nearer to the west. It is 
helping the people of the 
different 


parts of the land better to understand 
each other. 


The middleman came into existence 


originally because tho farm was so far 
from the city. With the gasoline pro- 
pelled vehicle the farmer can now 
reach tho city market in a few hours, 
His need for the commission merchant 
is not so great. The value of the food 
distributor is consequently lessening. 
The automobile will some day bring 
the farmer direct to the consumer, and 
also the consumer direct to the farmer. 


The standard of living on the form 


is. of course, revolutionized by the au- 
tomobile. Not only has the automo- 
bile brought about The possibility of 
city shopping for the family but it also 
aids mechanically the operations of 
the farmer through the various appli- 
ances for pumping, thrashing, etc. 


The time is not far distant when the 


old "two streaks of mud" which once 
constituted the rural highway will be 
a thing of the past. 
Instead of hav- 


ing merely a few main roads of high 
quality and bearing fancy names, we 
will have a general system of perma- 
nent pikes running in all directions, a 
network affording easy accessibility. 


The coming of the city motorist into 


the open country has led to sood 
roads, better hotels, improved villages, 
and a, beneficial 
influence 
on 
the 


thoughts and manners of the farm 
dwellers.

small town, made while their farmer
